St. Paul, Sept. 24.— The ojolone 
which passed through northweBtern 
Iciwa Friday uiKht jmivcs to liavc been 
iiiDro destructive than first rt'portod. 
Fall details are not yet obtainable, but 
the extent of the damage douo is being 
added to M each freah report comes in. 
A narrow atrip of country 900 milea long 
was laid waste by the hurricane which 
in niauy places flcvt loiu'd into a regu- 
lar tornado. In the path of the "twister" 
today are ruined towns, devastated 
farms and aaveral hundred dead oud iu- 
jored peopla. 

Starting about 10 miles south of Spen- 
cer, in northwestern Iowa, the storm of 
wind iK'gttu i'> wiik of devastation. 
Taking everytliing Ixjfore it, it swept 
across the state just north of Emmets- 
hnrg and Algona, wiping out the little 
town of Cylladflr, bnt mostly injuring 
the ooontrj districts. After passing by 
Mason City and ruining the vonntry 
northwest of Osage, it bore off to the 
northeast, cros.siuK the Minnesota line, 
and soon uttfT wrcclfod the littki town 
of Lei'oy, wIkT" ;i tnul (ire addi'd to tlie 
destruction, rijiriu^; Valley was ri^lit 
in the path of tlie tornado anil sutlered 
severely. 

TurniiiR aijain to rho oast, th" little 
towns of Hoiiici' and Lowtlicr wcri' bad- 
ly damagi'd, ami at mii' tinu' n'lKn ted 
completely wipt'd otV the faci; of tin' 
earth. Aiter cros.sin^ the Mississippi 
and doing considt rabltf danui: e to farm 
buildinRs near Marshlanl. v.'is., the 
storm seemed to havi.- sp ;it its fury. 

The path of tlu' sMiui was not wide, 
but it had all tli<' cliaracteristics of the 
deadly tornado und the dimensions of a 
eycUmc. .Tust how many hves have 
been lost is still nneertaiu, but the re- 
ports indicate' that certainly not le;;s 
than 60 are dead, while some rejiorts 
place (he number at 100. 

At Algona, la , I'J are dead and six 
fatally isjurod; near Osage, la., five ore 
dead and one fatally injured; live ore 
dead at Spring Valley, Minn.; three 
dead and one dying*at Leroy, Minn., 
while other points also report fatalities, 
some of wnioh, however, ore included 
in this summary. The towns damaged 
or destroyed are Cylinder, Burt, Forest 
City and Manly Junction, in Iowa; Le- 
«*y, Sprinff Valley, Dod««^ Center

No .selection of a 
c-andidata has yet been miuie; and whiU' 
one name is prominently ineutio;ie<l 
hero, no one person can be said to liavt; 
anj'thiu^ like a mortgage on the iioui- 
inatiou. 

So tar there are four candidates men- 
ticjued for governor: Judge (iaynor of 
Brooklyn, John Boyd Tua<dier of Al- 
bany, Frederick F. Cook of Roche .ror 
aiid Si nator David i^. Hill. Daniel S. 
LockwiMjd of Biiifalo wa.'* nicwif ioiu'd, 
but It is said by those w ho know th;it iie 
is practically out of the race, and tii.it 
Mr. Slieehan's support, wliich may 
dominate Erie, will Ix' thrown towaid 
Frederick Cook. Every effort will be 
made, however, to inducts Mr. Co<)k to 
accept the second place upou the ticket 
in ciise either .Judge Gagnior or Senator 
Hill is a nominee. 

As to Mr. Hill as a candidate. Lien- 
tenant (iovornor Shechaii said to<iay: 
"I conversed with Senator Hill on the 
matter Satunlay afternoon, before leav- 
ing Albany for Saratoga. He not only 
said tliut he would not be a candidate, 
but insisted that I shotild not broach 
the sabjeot to him any more, and hoped 
tli:tt no further mention of it would be 
made."

Whenfonnd, 
Taylor was dead, his pistol was in its 
scabbard and had not been nsed. Five 
bullets pierced his body and it is sup- 
posed death was instantaneous.

BiRmMOHAM, Alia., Sept. A sur- 
veying oorps located at Toadvine, Ala., 
while passmg through the mouutujus 
Satnruy, fonnd the headless skeleton 
ef a man leaning against a bluff. Not 
a vestige d olothing or flesh was left on 
the bonei, nor was the skoll anywhere 
to be fonnd. Toadvine has been the 
scene of many old fends and deadly 
conflicts between the (mpoiiBt tactions 
have not been infrequent. 8ev«ral years 
ago John Oliver, a member of one of 
these factions, mysteriously disappeared. 
A gold ring found beside the skeleton 
bears Olivtr'a initials and it is now be- 
lieved he WM led off by enamiSB and 
murdered.

Baltdioki, Sept. M.— Charles J. Ba- 
ker, a leading capitalist and the head of 

the firm of Baker Bros. A Co., glass 
mauufaoturers, died yesterday at his 
country residenoe, Athol, of anople-xy, 
aged 78 years. Mr. Baker was formerly 
president of the Union railroad, and of 
the old Franklin bank, and a director of 
the Canton company. He was one of 
the proprietors of the old Baltimore Ga- 
zette. He .vas prominent in Methodist 
church and mission work. During the 
last four months of 1831 be acted as 
mayor of Bultimore, being then presi 
dent of the city council.

Scarcity of nice and (imin. 
Fears are expressed iu the north of 
China that the supply of rice will be iu- 
buihciout, not only for the people at 
iiugt. but even lor the demands of the 
aiuiy and uttvy. The Grand canal rout, 
from the southern rice-growing district 
is blocked above Chin-iuaug and doubts 
have arisen as to the practicability of 
transporting grain by sea. Br a siu^'u- 
lur error of judgment, the Fskin gov- 
ernment has included rice in list of con- 
traband articles. Circumstances which 
would be turned heavily to the disiul- 
vant.igu of Em'opean ships, had they not 
since received an order that tho griau 
aliipped in neutral vessels must uut i>e 
considered contraband. Then, under 
this ruling, the dittlculty of securing 
ships for Uie service is great and the 
conveyance of food to the Chinese troops 
in Corea across the Gult of Pechili is 
completely cut off by the .Fapanese 
cruisers. Thus far, howev r, the > 
nese forces have subsisti'd mauiiy uj on 
the products of the regions they octaipy. 
In tile mid<Ueot August it was a(imitT"d 
by ollieials iu IVkin tli;it nortleiii 
granaries contained only food enough 

to meet the ordinary reqoiremenu of 

six weeks. 

Chlneiie Imperial Faiuily .tllsliifurtued. 

The Chinese imperial family has been 
persuaded that the route of the army 
was one brilliant victory, aud Nichi. 
who h^ored in the preliminary fight at 
Song-N wan, has received a present of 
8U,UU0 taels direct from tbe sovereign, 
and Ueueral Yeh, who was in oommaa t 
aud has been placed in full oontiol of 
troops in Corea with promotion to tho 
rank of field marshal, has been honored 
by a special decree iu which the em- 
peror enlogi.''es in these word*: "When 
Ueneral xeh vanquished the foe at 
Asan, the empress manifested her favor 

gr bestowing npon him 90,000 taels. 
ow, he memorfaliaes that he left Asau 
with 10,000 men, fighting his wav 
throngh the Japanese army, ef which 
he slanghtered l,000{losing only fiOO of 
his own followers. We hereby proclaim 
Yeh's bravery and the valor of those 
who served nnder him. Let him send 
us a list of all of his oftcers that we 
may forthMrlth promote them; and also 
alistof hia killed that we niay oonfer 
bounties on their families." 

Supplemental to the above, an edict 
has been nubhshed dated Aug. 20, con- 
sequent ou the latest dispatch received 
by the emperor from Cieneral Yeli. 
That officer has at last found it t \{K(li- 
ent to inspect his army and infona hi^ 
sovereign tint .i#, r the battle at As. in, 
which lie still ciiums its a victory, he 
was surrounded by such overwhelming 
numbers of Japanese that after lighting 
desperately for si.x lionrs and iutlicting 
frightful slaughter upon the enemy he 
was comix'lled to retreat aud carry die 
remains of Ins ;irniy to a new rendez- 
vous at Pliigy;iiilie, He liiiiiibiy begs 
that he be Mneiely censureu tor his tail- 
uri' to ile-troy the .lapaiieso forces, but 
the emperor proclaims that since he 
was able to escape, though htiinined ii.

All day long a heavy wind has 
been blowing aud nine alarms were 
turned in. The fire department was 
scattered about the city, looking after 
the small fires when the alarm from the 
elevator was mn« in. 

The scene of the fire was across the 
river from the main part of tho city and 
it was at least 16 minutes before more 
than one engine oould resp-md to the 
general alarm. When the engines ar- 
rived the fire was bevond control and in 
half an hour from the time it started 
the docks for half a mile were on fire. 
Nothing could be done but to let the 
fire burn it.self out. The firo stai ted in 
the dock below tho Pacific Coast Ebjva- 
tor company's main building and the 
wind soon drove the flames to the eleva- 
tor itself. Tho flumes shot into tlie air 
:'00 feet, making a beantiful sight in the 
twilight. 

The coal bunkers of the North P.icific 
Teriiiinal eoinpany on the west were 
next attacki'd and soon were a seething 
mass of tlanies. On tlu' (^ast was tue 
Oregon Railway and Na\iga^ ('ii com- 
pany's wharf, ioo feet iu leiigili, and 
this, t(;o. was soon on lire. Tiiere was 
no means of getting wat<>r on liie tire 
except from the river, aud the tin' boat 
is an improvised old scow and of very 
little .service. 

The elevator r'ontained nearly ."jOO,- 
000 bushel.-, of wlie.ii. Die new plant 
of the Portland tieneral lOli'ctnc co.ii- 
pany, winch had ju.^t arrived from 
Lynn, .Mass., was standing m the yards 
ot the TerniimU company ou tlie e.irs, 
not having been nnloaued. Ti.e pianf 
od ujiied an entire train and the ma- 
ehiniTy was of the most e:<pen>ive kind, 
the ino.^r of which was destroyed and 
the re'.naiiid.r badly dimiage. Two 
hundr. d freighic irs, SO of which were 
loadi d, were destroyed. 

The Oregon H.ulway and Navi;.-arion 
docks hold 1,500 tons of freight, consist- 
ing of wool, .s;ilmoii, general uieichan- 
dist> aud cement, all of which was de- 
stroyed with tno dock. There were 
stored on the dock about 12,000 cases of 
salmon from the lower Columbia river 
and Puget sound awaiting shipment for 
the east. It was valued at l^oat $40,000 
aud was partly iustured. 

Every available locomotive at the t«r* 
minal works was set to won. moving 
freight tiors out of danger but the flrfe 
burned so rapidly that all oould not be 
moved away. Sparks from the fire 
went across the river and set fire to the 
boneyard but it was extinguished before 
any serious damage to the yard waa 
done. 

The large steamboat. Williametto 
Chief, moored a* the yard, took Are and 
was burned. She was uMd as a tow> 
boat and was valued at about 145,000. 

Three men are supposed to nave per- 
ished in the elevator. Charles Water- 
son, a man named Brown and one 
named Murray were seen at an umwr 
story window of the elevator, and ii it 
thought they were idl burned. 

The losses as near as can be ascer- 
tained at this time are as follows: North 
Pacific Elevator company, $600,000; 
Portland General Electric company, 
machinery, $60,000; coal bunkers of the 
Northern noiflc Terminal company, 
$40,000; Oregon Railway and N-iviga- 
tioB company, ou freigbtcars and st«am- 
or Williametto Chief, $a&0,000; m«r> 
ohandise ou flocks, |200,000. 

The insurance carried will reach more 
than faoo.ono. The Liverpool and Lou- 
don and the Cilobt> lusuranoe OOmpUOy 
has a large share of this.

Str ms truHt, what wat the ^IcKinley 
law ! It is noturiou.s tiiat when McKin- 
ley and hia committee were conatractlng 
their hill they invited the various 
"interests" to submit schadules to suit 
themaelvea, then made these schedules 
m)re favorable to the "intereata" and 
enacted them into law*. 

Most of the "interest.s" had previously 
taken on the form of trusts and like 
combinations, against which were di- 
rected the thundern of tlie .Sherman an- 
t:-trustjaw. The McKinley law, there- 
fore, was the work not of a monatrona 
trust, hut of a score of innnstruus tru.sts. 
And it gave those trusts more than even 
their own representative* had the im- 
pudiMice to demand. 

It is the sugar trust to which McKin- 
ley refers, of course, as the "monstrous 
trust" which made the new law. And 
nothing but tite sugar schedule and a 
few items of refining materials are the 
work of that trust. Nobody pretends 
that any other part of the law ii ita work, 
because the trust ha« no apedal intaraat 
in anything elae. 

Now, bow did thia troat come to be 
"monstrous"?" Its offioera, the two Ilave- 
meyers and Searlea, told how in their 
teatlmony before the Senate inveatiga-

In the United States Court at Coving- 
ton Saturday, in the case of D. J. Hauss 
against the Maysville Klectric Railway 
Company for $2,000 for extra work done 
as sub-contractor in the construction of 
the electric railroad, the jury returned a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff for |500. 



"The appointment of the receiver, 
which occurred about a month ago, was 
occasioned by Cincinnati creditors rep- 
reseniiiit; about $18,000 of the liabilities, 
which amounted to $60,000. The Cincin- 
nati creditors, through their attorneys. 
Otto Pfle^rer and Ernst Rehn, brou^rht 
suit to assess tlie stockholdors' liability. 
The stock in hand of tbe company had 
been appraised at SI 4,000, the machinery, 
which cost ^14,000, at $.j,000. The 
building, ground, boilers and engine, 
together with a free rental of two years 
and a fat bonus, had lieen l ontributeil by 
the town of Ripley. It can, therefore, be 
seen that it would be a bonanza for some 
one. 

"The two Ciin iniiati attorneys went to 
Ripley to see what the plant could be 
sold for, and while there received a bid 
of $S,.")00 from the former Superintendent 
of the company, A. B. Spinks. He 
failed to put up the required forfeit 
money and the deal fell tliron_'h. The 
attorneys then made an agreement with 
G. Bambaeh, Receiver Williamson's at- 
torney, that all bids received for tbe 
plant should he aj'proved by the court 
before a sale was made. Believing that 
all bills would be held for this approval, 
the Cincinnati attorneys returned home 
and gave the matter hut little thought. 

" What was their curprira when they 
received word Saturday morning that the 
entire plant had lieeii -nld by Receiver 
Williamson to liis brother. A, W. Wil- 
liamson, on September IMth, for $2,20(\ 
Upon invesfiL'ation it was learned that 
he had received the bid and closed the 
sale. One half of the money was paid on 
the id'int and tbe whole trans ieti'>ii 
done without the knowledge or con.sent 
of any of the creditors, and without the 
court's approval of the bid. 

''This aroused the ire of the Cincinnati 
law yer-j, who. with a number nf tlie local 
cretlitors, called upcm Mr. A. W. William 
son, at his office, at tbe Bennett A Peck 
Company, shortly before nnim. Mr. 
Williamson appmtred considerably agi- 
tated, and finally, after a rather stormy 

scene in tbe ofllce, acknowled;;ed ]iur- 
cliasing the plant as descrii»ed abtive. 
But he claimed in defense tliat it was a 
matter that lay wholly within the j)ower 
of the Receiver, and that the bargain was 
closeil and be intended to hold onto it in 
spite of all protests. He was requested 
by the creditors to withdraw his bid on 
the ground that it was both morally an 1 
legally wrong tor him to purchase the 
plant at such figures, and in the manner 
he did, es])e('iMlly when his brother was 
the Receiver. But he only reiterated his 
statement and the party left. 

"The creditors informed Receiver Wil- 
liamson by wire that no court woidd 
uphold such a sale, anil that it was their 
belief that he railroaded the sale through 
for the benefit of his brother. Judge 
Davis was telegraphed the facts in the 
cose, and was also notified by the Cincin- 
nati attorneys that immediate action 
would be taken to set aside the sale, on 
the groimd that it was fraudulent, and to 
advertise for bids on the plant, as they 
have bidders for twice the amount of Mr. 
Williamson's bid."
